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FOURTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 
—-RLHa—- 


WE are again assembled with our Constituents, on one 
of those interesting occasions, when your Board of Mana- 
gers are called upon to present the transactions of the past 
year. Therecurrence of this stated period, is well calcu- 
lated to impress on us, individually, feelings of solemnity; 
for as individuals, even those of us who have the greatest 
expectation of life, cannot anticipate very frequent returns 
of this anniversary day ; but collectively, as a Society, we 
may hope, that the same spirit which first gave rise to our 
institution will keep its wheels in constant motion, and that 
our successors will meet on every recurrence of this day 
till time shall be no longer. These meetings have also a 
useful effect, as they impose on your Board of Managers the 
duty of presenting their Annual Report, and thus a respon- 
sibility is imposed and a stimulus created, which is felt 
throughout the year: and your Managers also gather en- 
couragement from the presence of their Constituents to pro- 
ceed with increased alacrity in the discharge of the impor- 
tant duties confided to them. Their Christian Brethren also, 
who have hitherto stood aloof, are induced attentively to 
consider the vast field of usefulness exposed to their view, 
and to determine whether they shall any longer withhold 
altogether that provision for the spread of the Gospel which 
the destitute require ; or if they have hitherto dispensed it, 
whether it has been in any manner proportionate to their 
means, and to the various and urgent claims upon their 
bounty. From the rapid increase of population and of new 
settlements in our country, the field of operation is con- 
tinually widening, and we can well assure those who are 
disposed to contribute that they cannot find a better chan- 
nel for their benevolence than this Society affords, for we 
have generally confided our Bibles and Prayer Books for 
distribution to the Clergymen of our Church, who reside 
among the people, or in their travels become acquainted 
with their wants, and are best able to relieve them ; for un- 
til their wants are discovered, it is impossible to afford relief. 
As the physician in the distempers of the body pays no 
slight regard to the original constitution, as well as the pre- 
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sent condition of his patient, so it is the privilege and the 
duty of those who are engaged as instruments in restoring 
the shattered frame of humanity, and of basing it upon the 
rock of ages, not only to further in themselves more right 
apprehensions of the true nature of their former and present 
condition, and of their future exalted destination, but also 
to hold up to their fellow travellers that map, which not only 
exhibits the heavenly country to which they are journeying, 
and the rest laid up there for the people of God ; but also 
points out the old path and the good way which leads to 
that rest, and guides and preserves the erratick footsteps of 
the earthly pilgrim therein, free from the pestilential va- 
pours of sin and the manifold temptations by which he may 
be surrounded. 

The great utility of the distribution of the Bible will be 
denied by none who call themselves Christians: so also to 
the distribution of the Common Prayer Book no objection 
has been made or can be anticipated, except from those who 
. deny some of the cardinal doctrines of the Gospel, or whose 
opinions or prejudices may contravene the principles which 
pervade that inestimable volume. Almost all Christians of 
every name, and particularly those whose judgments are 
entitled to the greatest respect have freely acknowledged, 
that all the members which compose the great body of Di- 
vinity as set forth in the Bible, are most beautifully conjoin- 
ed in the Prayer Book; not, to be sure, in that minuteness 
of detail which the Bible exhibits—but by a luminous con- 
centration of its most essential truths and beauties. The 
’ Prayer Book undoubtedly holds up a clearer mirror of the 
great truths of Christianity, than can be found in any other 
mere human production, and presents in the clearest sun- 
shine that one true and only sacrifice for the sins of the 
world, at the appearing whereof the shadows of all previous 
sacrifices flee away. . 


From many interesting and gratifying occurrences your 
Board beg leave to select and submit the following:— —_- 

That the meetings of your Board, during the past year, 
have been more generally attended, and more punctuality 
has been observed among the members, evincing an increas- 
ed desire to attend to the important concerns committed to 
them. 

At the first meeting of the Board, after the last anniver- 
sary, fifteen hundred copies of the Annual Report were 
directed to be printed, and the same have been accordingly 
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printed and distributed. At the same meeting, a Committee 
was appointed to make the usual arrangements for the An- 
nual Sermon and Collection for the benefit of the Society ; 
which afterwards took place in St. Paul’s Chapel, on the 
twenty-fourth of November last, when the sum of two hundred 
and eight dollars thirty-eight cents was collected, which sum 
was subsequently increased by a donation of one hundred 
dollars from a friend of the Society, under the signature of 
Y. Z., (whose charitable hand, though concealed from us, is 
visible to him that seeth all things,) making the total amount 
thus received $308 38. According to the request of 
our benevolent friend and donor, the one hundred dollars 
contributed by him, has been appropriated in the distribution 
of Prayer Books—fifty copies having been distributed un- 
der the direction of the Chaplain in the United States Navy 
on the New-York station, one hundred copies appropriated 
to the use of Sunday Schools in this Diocese, and the resi- 
due of the Books distributed by the Missionaries in the re- 
mote sections of the State. Our friend Y. Z. has well ob- 
served that the gigantic efforts making in other quarters, for 
the distribution of the Bible, call loudly upon us to extend 
also the distribution of the Prayer Book. The demand for 
Bibles also, on this Society, has in consequence been much 
lessened. 

The Annual Sermon was preached for the Seciety by the 
Rey. John A. Clark, to whom your Board, by their Cor- 
responding Secretary, have presented their thanks for the 
excellent and appropriate Sermon delivered by him on that 
occasion, and requested a copy for publication in the Chris- 
tian Journal. 

Your Board on the third of December last, made a dona- 
tion of one hundred Prayer Books to the Domestic and Fo- 
reign Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States; and have been favoured by the Execu- 
tive Committee of that Institution with the following resolu- 
tion, adopted by them— - 

“ Resolved, That the thanks of this Committee be given 
to the Board of Managers of the New-York Auxiliary Bible 
and Common Prayer Book Society, for their liberal appro- 
ptiation of one hundred Prayer Books for the Society’s sta- 
tions at Pensacola and Tallahassee, which is gratefully ac- 
cepted by this Committee.” 

Your Board have also appropriated fifty Prayer Books for 
the use of the Church at Mobile, which have been very

gratefully received, and from their circulation, together with 
some Tracts which were forwarded at the same time, some 
benefit to the infant Church there may be expected. Fifty 
more have been sent to St. Andrew’s Church, Walden, 
Orange county, which it appears is emerging from its difli- 
culties, with a prospect of better days for the future. Thirty 
more have been sent to St. Mark’s Church, Warren, Rhode 
Island. 

In May last it was announced to your Board, that the 
Protestant Episcopal Press Association would commence 
their operations about the 26th of that month ; it was there- 
upon Resolved, by the Board, (in pursuance of a previous 
resolution pledging the patronage of this Society to that In- 
stitution, ) that when the Press should so go into operation, 
the books, plates, and other articles belonging to this So- 
ciety, then in charge of the Agent, should be transferred to 
the buildings of the Press Association in Lumber-street, in 
the rear of Trinity Church ; and also, that the said Associa- 
tion should be the future publishers"and binders for’ this 
Society, provided they executed the work at prices at least 
as favorable as those heretofore paid. A Committee was 
charged with the duties imposed in the preceding resolution, 
who have since reported the due performance thereof. 
The meetings of your Board are now held at the buildings 
of the Protestant Episcopal Press, where a convenient room 
has been fitted up for the purpose. We congratulate the 
friends of the Church in every part of the State, on the es- 
tablishment of the Press Association, where ample arrange- 
ments have been made for the execution of all business that 
may be offered, and where any printing that may be requir- 
ed will be done on the most reasonable terms ; and we trust 
that the establishment which has now become permanent, 
will meet with the hearty co-operation and support to which 
its manifest utility lays claim. The only circumstance for 
regret is, that the change of the location of the Society’s bu- 
siness has led to the resignation of our late worthy Agent, 
Mr. Thomas N. Stanford, which your Board received in 
July last, and they have consequently been thus deprived of 
his invaluable and gratuitous services in that capacity. Ap- 
propriate resolutions of thanks for his long and faithful ser- 
vices. have been passed and presented to our late Agent ; 
and at an election subsequently held, Mr. John V. Van 
Ingen was duly elected to fill the vacancy.

We lately authorised our Agent to purchase from the 
Press Association, one thousand copies of the Prayer Book 
and five hundred copies of the Testament, and also to con- 
tract with them for the printing of five hundred copies of the 
Bible from the Society’s plates; two hundred of which to 
be bound up to meet immediate demands. Our Agent has 
since reported that he has complied with the duties thus en- 
joined. We are now enabled to procure Prayer Books 
from the Press Association at 25 cents per copy from our 
stereotype plates, equal in all respects to those hitherto dis- 
tributed. We have placed five hundred copies of the Prayer 
Book at the disposal of the Executive Committee of the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States; to be drawn for 
in such numbers and at such times during the ensuing year 
as they may deem proper; the thanks of the Executive 
Committee have been received “‘ for this very liberal appro- 
priation.” One hundred copies more have been placed at 
the disposal of the Rev. Addison Searle, Chaplain of the 
United States Navy, lately appointed for the New-York sta- 
tion—a station which was formerly occupied. by the late 
Reverend and much lamented Mr. Jones, whowas eminent- 
ly useful in dispensing the bounty of the Society to the objects 
within his reach, as will appear by the records and proceedings 
of our Institution; (and who was also distinguished for an 
ardent and enlightened attachment to the principles of the 
Church to which he belonged.) We are gratified that in his 
successor, the Rev. Mr. Searle, we may look for the same 
zeal and fidelity in the cause of the Society. 

From the Report of the Igent (which may be found in 
the appendix) it appears that the amount of gratuitous dis- 
tributions since the last anniversary have been as follows : 
218 Bibles, 157 Testaments, and 1939 Prayer Books; the 
amount of sales from the Depository, at_ prime cost, during 
the same period have been 3272 Prayer Books—making the 
total amount of sales and distributions since our last Report, 
218 Bibles, 157 Testaments, and 5211 Prayer Books—and 
the whole number since the organization of the Society, 
51,112 volumes. 

The Society has only commenced issuing Testaments 
within the last two or three years. The Agent’s Report 
will show. that our Books have been distributed in all those 
parts of our country where they were most needed, and 
where they promised to be of the greatest use.

There have been employed, during the past year $1064

Book, at prime cost, which are not included in the amount 
stated as having been received to the credit of the dispos- 
able fund. -~ a 

The Society is now indebted to its present publishers, the 
«New-York Protestant Episcopal Press,” the sum of 
$296.57 for Prayer Books and Bibles, furnished since its 
Depository was transferred to that establishment. 

An arrangement has been made with that Institution, by 
which this Society will hereafter derive a revenue from the 
use of its stereotype plates for the Bible and Book of Com- 
mon Prayer. a 

It will be perceived by this statement, that the operations 
of the Society have not only absorbed all our disposable 
funds, but have contracted a debt of considerable magni- 
tude. For the payment of this debt, and for the means of 
future operations, we shall:depend hereafter, as we have 
done heretofore, upon that never failing source of supply, 
the well attested liberality of our Episcopal friends. En- 
gaged as we are in the noble work-of disseminating God’s 
holy word, and building up the waste places of ‘‘ our Zion” 
in our widely extended country; we hope never to become 
« weary of our work,” or to doubt, even for a single mo- 
ment, but that we shall be fully sustained both by the libe- 
rality of our friends, and the favour of Him to whose bless- 
ing we look for the successful issue of all our efforts. 

This Institution has only seen its fourteenth year, and is 
yet in its minority; it wants not only that perfection of 
strength and beauty, but also of parts and proportion, to 
which it is fairly entitled as the offspring of the Church; 
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but when she shall have further-grown, and attained her 
full age, and when all those belonging to the Church shall 
unite in upholding the great interests she advances ; we trust 
she will put forth all her strength, and do much to aid that 
Church, in diffusing the Gospel of our Saviour in its primi- 
tive simplicity and purity, so that it may finally prevail over 
all. The Church to be sure has always been, as it will con- 
tinue to be in after ages, the most effectual means of ad- 
vancing the desired end; for where the preaching of the 
word and the Sacraments shall have ceased, religion would 
be brought to a very low ebb ; inasmuch therefore as this 
Society encourages the formation of new Churches, and 
their subsequent growth and stability, it is entitled to the 
warm support of all who are desirous that the leaven of the 
Gospel should be extensively insinuated. May the obliga- 
tion of rendering this support be more generally felt and 
acted upon. As the resources of the Parent Society are 
derived principally from its permanent fund, which is large, 
it does not depend so much on subscriptions as this Institu- 
tion; which requi to wind 
it up for motion at the close of every year. May we not an- 
ticipate a more extended subscription list and more frequent 
donations? which would be gladly received and appropri- 
ated, to the distribution of either Bibles, or Prayer Books, 
or both, as our benevolent donors may direct. The terms 
of subscription to the Society are as follows» 


« Every person subscribing and paying to tne funds of 
this Society two dollars annually, shall be, ifa male a member, 
and if a female, a subscriber thereof, and shall be entitled 
to receive annually one Bibleand one Prayer Book, or three 
Prayer Books, and for every additional sum of one dollar 
and fifty cents per annum, an additional Bible and Prayer 
Book, or three Prayer Books annually. A contribution of 
$25 at one time makes a person a member for life.” 

ANl those who are desirous of purchasing Books for gra- 
tuitous distribution, are also informed that they can be pro- 
cured at our Depository, in the rear of Trinity Church, on 
the following terms——Bibles at 85 cents, Testaments at 
15 cents, and Prayer Books at 25 cents. 

Your Board are aware that the commerce and business 
of the country at the present time are somewhat depressed, 
but after making all proper allowances, we cherish the hope 
that our patrons and friends will be so prospered in their 
temporal concerns, as to be enabled to renew or enlarge their 
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Wwenefactions. Our country is still blessed with peace and 
abundance, and the enjoyment of civil as well as religious 
privileges; and although the sceptre has long since depart- 
ed from Judah, and has fixed its residence among the na- 
tions of the European world, which have also been blessed 
with the knowledge of the dispensation of grace ; we have 
cause, in this our country, for thankfulness that we have 
not been forgotten, and that in the dispensation of that 
grace, (although the sceptre which departed from Judah 
has providentially, according to the institutions of our coun- 
try, not been permitted to take its flight hither,) we also 
have been visited by that promised Shiloh, unto whom the 
gathering of the people shall be. And what is the system, 
which, by this promised Shiloh, has been made known unto 
us? Is it a mere system of religion which wastes itself in 
theory, or speculation, or in the dreams of the fancy or imagi- 
nation? Or does it not make its appeals not only to the heart, 
but to our corporeal sénsés-and affections? It does. For 
if the Scriptures of truth, both of the Old and New Testa- 
ment, reveal one fact more clearly than another, it is that 
He who came on the wings of mercy to this ourearth to bring 
salvation to his people ; and who was visible to and known 
by his followers and the inhabitants of the earth at that par- 
ticular era of the world, will again, at the latter day visibly 
appear upon this stage of mortality, and become the object 
of our corporeal senses, (but this earth shall then be a stage 
of mortality no longer,) for it has been expressly announced 
that our Redeemer shall appear at the latter day upon the 
earth, and although after our skin worms shall destroy these 
bodies, yet in our flesh shall we see God, and our eyes shall 
behold him and not anotheér’s.» 

But how is he to appear? Will he again appear in his 
former meekness, humility, and poverty, disrobed of that 
glory which he had with the Father before the world was ? 
Will he conceal from us the effulgence of his Divinity, and 
come tous again as the Saviour of the world, with the offers 
of pardon and peace, and entreat our acceptance of the 
proffered mercy! Or will he not rather come as the final 
Judge of the world, holding in his hand the destinies of all 
mankind ? 

His second coming will be as that final Judge, whose 
judgments will be irreversible, and will be awarded accord- 
ing to the deeds done in the body ; they will be irreversible, 
for we may search the Scriptures from Genesis to Revela- 
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tions, and not a scintilla of evidence can be produced, on 
which to cherish the least hope, that after death any change 
can or will be effected in the decisions of that great day. 

He does not come to judge us with any derived or dele- 
gated authority, as has been supposed by some; such an 
idea cannot for a moment be admitted: so great a work 
as the judgment of all mankind from the commencement 
to the end of time, does not admit of being delegated to 
another, the judge must possess the qualifications of know- 
ing and understanding the hearts and consciences of all 
men, and the hidden springs and secret motives of all their 
actions—in fine, he must be omniscient. 

As to the person of the Judge, also, it is fit and proper 
that he who by his sufferings and sacrifice wrought out this 
great salvation, and on whom was laid the iniquity of us all, 
should also be our judge. It is right and due to his great 
merits, for by his arm only was salvation brought and made 
attainable ; it is proper, because having become the Son of 


Man, (and in js, peinse one thardi-beasihdjudappen’ was 
committed to him,) and borne our nature, he can be touch- 
ed with a feeling for its weakness and_infirmities. And 
what an awful idea will it be to those, who. shall be finally 
lost, that they will at the last day meet as their Judge the 
same Divine Saviour who proffered them while on earth his 
rod and his staff to support them through the trials of life, 
and the dark valley of the shadow of death, Which they dis- 
dainfully rejected and despised, and it may well be suppos- 
ed that the most poignant and harassing of their reflections 
will then be ; a sense of their ingratitude for the great things 
he had done for them, and which they had failed duly to ap- 
preciate, and that now they can find no refuge underneath 
his everlasting arms, heightened also by the reflection that 
they had done little or nothing to propagate in the earth 
the great truths promulged by him. 

Let it not be said that the help of a single individual, in 
propagating the Gospel of truth can avail but little, every 
other individual who may receive the truth through his 
means may become a centre for dispensing it to others ; and 
what the sum total may he of the good he is instrumental 
in producing, may not be revealed till the final consumma- 
tion of all things. _ 

May he that knoweth the secrets of all men’s hearts, also 
know, that our motives and the aim of all others engaged 
in the same blessed work, do not spring from any search 
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after popular applause, but from a sincere desire to be found 
faithful stewards of what has been committed to us; anda 
conviction that we are no other than the instruments of 
him whose goings forth have been of old from everlasting; 
and may the great truths of Revelation not only be more 
extensively known, but the facts and events therein disclos- 
ed and anticipated be more fully and effectually realized and 
appreciazed, and the doctrines and precepts thereof more 
thoroughly imbibed and followed, according to that great 
pattern which the Scriptures themselves have set in the 
person of Jesus Christ our Lord.
